But when it go es up and stay s up, 
y o u hav e what do cto rs call hy pertensio n o r, high blo o d 
pressure. And y o u ’re in tro uble, alo ng with the 23 
millio n o ther Americans who suffer fro m this silent 
and my sterio us killer. 
High blo o d pressure is silent because there are no 
easily discernible sy mpto ms. It’s my sterio us because, 
in 9 0 per cent o f the cases, do cto rs do n’t kno w its 
cause. And the tragedy is that half o r the peo ple who 
hav e high blo o d pressure do n’t kno w n,; o f tho se who 
do , mo st are being treated inadequately o r no t at all. 
The American Heart Asso ciatio n, and its Affiliates 
and Chapters acro ss the natio n, are determined to do 
so mething abo ut this disease which can lead to two o f 
the majo r cardiac killers — heart attack and stro ke. 
Substantial sums o f mo ney are being inv ested in 
heart 
research to 
so lv e the medical 
my stery o f 
hy pertensio n. Fo r it is believ ed that finding the cause 
co uld bring us clo ser to a cure. 
But the impo rtant message fo r all Americans is this: 
high blo o d pressure is easily detected and can usually 
be co ntro lled. 
D etectio n is as easy as a v isit to y o ur do cto r. But 
Heart Asso ciatio ns realize that many Americans put 
o ff a v isit to their do cto r until they “ feel sick.” And, 
since 
y o u 
can hav e high blo o d pressure witho ut 
kno wing it, witho ut feeling sick, Heart Asso ciatio ns are 
beginning to co nduct screening pro grams thro ugho ut 
the y ear wherev er peo ple co ngregate — in scho o ls, 
sho pping centers, ev en at industrial plants. The go al: 
find hidden hy pertensiv es and refer them to their 
do cto rs o r to treatment pro grams in health centers o r 
clinics. 
Hy pertensio n screening pro grams are just o ne o f 
the many way s y o ur Heart Fund do llars are put to 
wo rk fo r y o u and fo r y o ur heart by the Heart 
Asso ciatio n. This is just o ne go o d reaso n why y o u

Acco rding to the News *Digest, glo o m purv ey o rs 
lo v e to call the United States the “ sick” so ciety . 
Because the U. S. fails to measure up to their uto pian 
standards, they claim that rev o lutio nary changes are 
necessary . Hardly ev er do they mentio n so me o f the 
benefits o f liv ing in this natio n. 
We hav e the highest liv ing standard in the wo rld. 
Our natio nal inco me equals that o f the nex t six highest 
natio ns co mbined. While half o f the wo rld subsists o n 
$100 per capita inco me a y ear, the U. S. enjo y s an 
a w a ge o f $3,6 00. Ev en the highly dev elo ped West 
Euro pean natio ns hav e per capita inco mes o f o nly 
abo ut $1,6 00. Russians, liv ing in an alleged “ wo rkers’ 
paradise,” av erage $8 00 a y ear. A mere six per cent o f 
the wo rld’s po pulatio n liv es in the U. S. Yet it 
graduates as many fro m high scho o l as all the natio ns 
in 
the wo rld co mbined. We also hav e mo re co llege 
graduates than the to tal o f all the o ther natio ns. 
Pro fessio nal pessimists o ften cite the number o f 
American po o r, so me 15 per cent o f o ur po pulatio n. 
But if 15 per cent are po o r, 8 5 per cent are no t po o r. 
Mo st co untries wo uld be pleased if they had such lo w 
po v erty figures. 
These facts are no t intended as a way o f bragging, 
but as a way to set the reco rd straight.
